Walton Reid felt he now 
had more time to donate to 
the community since reti- 
ring from the milking 
program and he wanted to 
be an asset, not,a detri- 
ment, to the community 
where he had been born and 
raised. He noted that the 
school taxes were high and 
that the fire station had 
become a hot issue. 

“I won't make any rash 
promises to you because I 
have beert raised to believe 
that a man is only as good as 
his word and that if he 
makes a promise, he should 
keep it. If you support me, 
I'll go in there and do the 
best I can. I can't see why 
we can't reason things out 
and especially an issue like 
the pumper truck the men, 
are asking for." 

Ken Yarrow advocated 
collection of school taxes 
three times per. year. In 
checking into the problem, 
he found that council (and 
he added that he wasn't 
criticizing them) had to 
borrow $30,000-$40,000 for 
a five-month period to pay 
the school taxes. He felt 
billing the taxpayers three 
times a year would reduce 
the borrowing deficit and 
also make it easier for the 
taxpayer to pay his bills. 
Mr. Yarrow also felt the fire 
department had done a 
good job and had done their 
share to raise money. 

Mr. Yarrow suggested 
continued study into the 
land use bylaw, which he 
saw-as a means to protect 
those who presently live in 
the township and those who 
may move into the township 
in the future. ‘‘l won't make 
any promises to you tonight 
other than to go my best if I 
get elected as I think you 
would see fit."’ 


Ernest Allore was the 
only schoolboard trustee 
present, but he left no 


doubts as to where he stood 
on the school board issues. 
He felt declining interest on 
the part of many teachers 
warranted a re-evaluation of 
the system presently used 
to evaluate teachers. ‘With 
the present surplus of 
teachers, we should be 
getting very strict with the 
teachers, keeping the good 
ones and letting the lazy 
teachers go. We all talk 
about the rising tax monster 
but I think you have only 
seen the head of the 
monster so far. We have no™ 
control over it and there is 
only one way to change the 
system. You can expect 
continued raises unless you 
the people band together 
and make your feelings 
known. The teachers at the 
negotiating table will be the 
first to tell you that 80-90 
percent of you are happy 
with the present system 
because you don’t make it 
known that you're unhap- 
Mr. Allore also expressed 
concern at the fact that 
Roger Cole, who was not in 
attendance, had been -ac- 
claimed as a trustee be- 
cause he was a teacher in 
another board.

& Addington MP recalled 
the ‘‘days gone by when 
postal workers commanded 
a respect-and admiration of 
the Canadian public’’.

Taking a trip down 


the Hastings settlement road 


and through the scenes 


of a pioneer childhood 


BY PATRICK REDICAN 

The place where we grow 
up, where we have our 
earliest and most formative 
experiences, is always very 
special. There is a magic, 
connected to the fresh, 
undaunted outlook of child- 
hood that often keeps these 
places sharp in our 
memories even after we 
have left them far behind in 
time and miles. 

Bill Lavender grew up in 
Millbridge, a small\pioneer 
settlement that came into 
existence on the Hastings 
Settlement Road 20 miles 
north of Madoc in the 1880's 


” 


and all but disappeared 50 
years later. 

A couple of weeks back, 
on an overcast and gloomy 
Sunday Bill Lavender took a 
group of ex-city dwellers- 
Reverend Jack, Howard of 
St. Paul's in Marmora his 
wife Shirley, lawyer Andre 
Philpot and myself, through 
the scenes and memories of 
the place where he grew up 
- Millbridge - a small 
pioneer settlement on the 
Hastings Settlement Road. 

Bill is nearly as old as the 
century but although he has 
had some sickness recently 
he is still the most active 


. 


and robust of men. One day 
last week, after a morning 
spent cutting trees, some- 
thing he has been doing all 
his life, he told me it was 
not death that te 6 him 
uncomfortable but the pos- 


* sibility of not being able to 


work outside. ‘‘I dread the 
time when I can't, on a 
beautiful fall day like today, 
get out and work. I don't 
think I'd hate anything 
worse than being shut up." 

His love of the outdoors 
stems from his youth in 
Millbridge - working on the 
farm and walking the five 
miles from his family’s

homestead to the Millbridge 
school; working in the 
lumber camps oie the 
winter, helping build the 
road, hauling and driving 
teams with his brothers. 
His knowledge of the 


country is augmented by the — 


fact that he is the perfect 


story-teller; interesting, en- 
joying the telling, and yet 
concise and informative a 
mine of fascinating detail. 
To top this off he is the 
perfect host, ‘‘a most 
considerate man’' as a 
friend of mine observed, a 
person that it is impossible 
not to be at ease with. 
The Hastings Settlement 
road was viewed by the 
Ontario Government of the 
time as a way of opening up 
what was then the unin- 
habited area north of ‘the 
Toronto-Ottawa road. The 
government gave out grants 
of 50 acres to anyone who 
would clear and farm the 
land and live on it for 12 
years - and many families -

like Bill's grandfather, took 
up that challenge. 

The land was rocky, 
marshy and infertile. As 
hard a& the people worked, 
the land yielded little and 
after the first world war, the 
farms were, one after 
another, abandoned. By the 
1930's Millbridge was prac- 
tically a ghost town; in 1980 
there is little sign tghat 
farming ever went on - the 
once-cleared fields are thick 
with tamarack, and cedar, 
the pioneer homes and 
barns mostly burned out or 
fallen down. The churches, 
stores and meeting halls of 
Millbridge and the ‘smaller

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Many people never think 
about it, but marriage doce 
affect a person's credit status, 
particularly if one spouse has 
a poor credit record. 

When « couple makes a 
major purchase such a* a car 
or a house from joint income, 
credit grantors will combine 
both credit records and con- 
sider the couple as a amily 
unit. In thie situation, one 
spouse's poor credit record 
could lessen the value of the 
other spouse's good record, 


Separate credit records 

It is practical to keep sep- 
arate credit records after mar- 
riage. Whether you work or 
not, you should either main 
tain the credit record you had 
before you marned or con- 
sider establishing one. This 
improves. your chances for 
successfully managing your 
owh- affairs should your mar- 
riage end. 

Te separate your own re- 
cord from your spouse's re- 
cord, notify your local credit 
bureau that you want all infor- 
mation concerning your ac- 
counts maintained in a separ- 
ate file under your own name. 
Call the credit bureau and 
make an appointment to have 
the files separated. Both 
spouses will have to be pre- 
sent in order to identify in- 
dividual account responsibil- 
its. Your file and your 
nproline > file will be cross: 


undexed, and both will be 


considered when you are 
pledging your jount credit as a 
family anit. 

You can obtain credit in 
your own name and accept 
responsibility for all debts 
you contract if you have the

acceptable qualifications. If 
you rely on your spouse's in- 
come, however, credit grant- 
ors will often request that 
your spouse co-sign any 
credit form, thereby making 
your spouse, responsible for 
the debt if you fail to pay. 

But even if you have your 
own income and an establish- 
ed credit record, your spouse's 
signature may still be required 
for a major credit transaction. 
When credit grantors ask fora 
co-signature, they want to 
make sure that if you are 
unable to pay, your co-signer 
will assume the credit obli- 
gations. 

You can also have your own 


name put on a credit card | 


issued on an account in your 
spouse's name, although this 
is not the same as obtaining 
credit in your own name, Your 
spouse will still be responsible 
for maintaining the payments. 


Maiden name after 
marriage 


Phere is no law that re- 
quires a woman to adopt her 
husband's name, although 
most women still prefer to do 
so when they marry. Some 
women, however, want to 
keep theif maiden name. (A 
wife is entitled to use any 
name she wants as long as she 
doesn't use it for fraudulent 
purposes.) The important 
thing to remember ts that 
there can be only one legal 
name on any document, 
whether it is the maiden name 
or the husband's name. 

If a wife adopts her hus- 
band’s name and later decides 
she would prefer to use her 
maiden name, she can request 
that everyone, including cre- 
dit agencies, use her maiden 
name. It will not be consider- 
ed her legal name, however, 
and she cannot force anyone 
to recognize it as such. (She 
can legally use her maiden 
name again only if the mar- 
riage is dissolved: then she 
may either keep her married 
name or revert to her maiden 
name.) 


Mortgages 


Until recently, mortgage 
lenders would not consider a 
wife's salary as part of the 
family’s income because they 
assumed she would stop work- 
ing. This has changed now: 
many lenders are taking into 
account both the husband's 
and wife's income on mort- 
gage applications. : 

If you come across a lender 
who still considers only part of 
the wife's income, shop around 


to find one who will take the 
couple's total income into 
account. : 


Family law reform 


Ontario's new Family Law 
Reform Act which came into 
effect in 1978 has brought 
about many changes. For ex; 
ample: under the old law, the 
husband was responsible for 
his wife's needs. Under the 
new law, if joint credit has 
been established with credit- 
ors for the purchase of goods 
and services that are truly 


necessities of life, both 


“spouses are responsible for 


the payment of these purch- 
ases according to the needs 
and ability of each spouse to 
pay. This is called pledging 
credit for necessities. 

Each spouse is responsible 
for his/her own debts. How- 
ever, if one spouse co-signs 
any credit agreements issued 
in the other spouse's name, or 
if one spouse contracts a debt 
on the other spouse's behalf . 
and with the others consent. 
he/she is responsible for these 
debts if the other spouse fails 
fo pay. 

One spouse can withdraw 
the other spouse's privileges 
to the joint credit by notifying 


the creditors to stop extending 
credit to the other spouse.

A change in marital status 
should, in itself, be no reag>n 
to deny access to credit, un- 
less that change affects your 


financial situation seriously. * 


Your chances of obtaining 
credit will improve if you can 
show that you maintained cer- 
tain accounts responsibly. 
Proof of your credit worth- 
iness is very important if you 
need money, especially if 
you're newly widowed and 
your spouse's estate has been 
frozen.

Reform Act, a deserted or 
separated woman Can no long- 
er use her former husband's 
credit for the necessities of 
life. If she needs financial 
assistance from her husband, 
she will have to go to'court. On 
the other hand, she has the 
same right: she can cancel her 
husband's use of her credit for 


joint expenses. 


Discrimination 


Everyone. regardless of sex 
or marital status, has the right 
to apply for credit and the 
right to be judged by the same 
standards. Your application 
should be judged solely on 


your credit worthiness. 


If you have been denied 
credit and seriously believe 
you have been discriminated 
against because of your sex or 
marital status, ask to see the 
senior credit officer of the 
agency involved. Be prepared 
to back up your clainy with 
facts. 

If your request for credit is 
still refused and you are not 
given a satisfactory explanat-

A forester’s view of wilderness 


Hf you say it quickly, the 


establishment of a new 
wilderness park sounds 
easy. After all, we have 
provincial government poli- 
cies that promise a complete 
system of wilderness parks. 
and northern Ontario hag all 
those lakes and trees to 
choose from. But when you 
stop to examine the issues 
at stake, the creation of a 
designated wilderness is 
anything but casy. 

The major stumbling: 
block is access to natural 
resources. In large part, the 
resource industries of Ont: 
ario «still operate on a 
frontier mentality, harvest- 


ing the wood or minerals or ~ 


water power of one area, 
and then looking ‘‘over the 
next hill” for new ground to 
conquer. But Ontario is 
running out of frontiers 
The “forest industry has 
been the first to notice the 
crunch, with predictions of 
wood shortages suddenly 


abundant, and with essen- 
tially all of the economic 
wood-producing areas un- 
der license except for the

infamous “Reed tract’’, 
now study towards 
the same end. 

These constraints mean 
that almost any significant 
wilderness park is seen by 
the companies affected as a 
*‘withdrawal'’, surely one of 
the lowliest terms in any 
woodcutter's vocabulary. 
The reaction of the forest 
industry to park proposals 
generally resembles the 
defense posture of an 
offended porcupine - pull 
your head -in, raise your 
hackles into a state of 
prickly indignation, and 
lash your tail around wildly 
in the hopes of finding a 
vulnerable target. 

Unfortunately, this para- 
noia about loss of future 
wood supplies carries over 
into parts of the Ministry of 
Natural Resources as well, 
and is perpetuated by 
self-serving industry re- 
ports, For example, a report 
released earlier this year by 
a forestry consultant quotes

that 41 million acres of the 
provincial total of 105

Ministry and without as 
complete nonsense but they 
are too often used by 
industry in calling for a 
review of land withdrawals 
from their domain, and in 
opposition to new parks. 
However, industry opposi- 
tion to wilderness areas 


‘might have more credibility 


if they could show better 
management of their exist- 
ing lands, where close to 
one-third of logged areas 
are not regenerated. 

Next week, I will explore 
how these resource conflicts 
interplay in a classic wilder- 
ness controversy now deve- 
loping -

rifle and die in muddy 
trenches thousands of miles 
from home. When you stop 
and think about it, it makes 
you wonder why you had 
children if this is the way 
they must end their lives, 
before they've even started. 
Those feelings are the ones 
we must remember and that 
must spur us on to try 
everything else before we 
press the buttons to unleash 
the holocaust. The death 
rates in the last war were 
staggering.

Vankoughnet blasts budget 


Not surprisingly, Hast- 
ings-Frontenac-Lennox and 
Addington MP Bill Van- 
koughnet has come dowh 
hard on the new Liberal 
budget. 

““I predicted that, this 
morning, Canadians would 
wake up to find themselves 
with a budget that was 


‘harder on them than the 


Crosbie budget. Mr. Mac- 


. Eachen proved my predic- 


tion to be correct,’’ Mr. 
Vankoughnet said in a press 
release. 

He went on to express 
‘*shock"' that the govern- 
ment would raise gasoline 


prices as high as they did - 


without providing some 
measures to help low and 
middle income Canadians 
adjust to the higher prices. 
“One of the few promises 
Mr. Trudeau made in the 
last campaign was to 
financially assist those Ca- 
nadians who most need the 
help. I guess that he 
assumes low and middle 
income Canadians won't 
need help in adjusting to 
higher energy costs. John 
Crosbie did not share that 
point of view.” 
Vankoughnet noted that 
the government set increa- 
ses to the domestic price of 
oil that will see the cost of a 
barrel rise from $16.75 to 
$34.25 in the next four 
years. ‘‘ John Crosbie's bud- 
get would have increased 
the cost of a barrel of oil by 
only 20 cents more over the 
same period of time.” 
“Mr. Crosbie added an 
18 cent a gallon excise tax to 
raise revenue to give a tax 
rebate to Canadians. A 
family of four with an 


annua! income of $21,000 or 
less would have received a 
$220 energy tax credit. 
Under this budget, low and 
middle ‘income Canadians 
are left in the cold. Our

given farmers a rebate on 
their added fuel costs. The 
government has turned a 
deaf car to them too,” 
Vankoughnet said. * 

He said he was ‘‘quite 
relieved’* that the govern: 
ment “‘bowed to pressure 
from the Conservative Party 
and left the indexing provi- 
sions of personal income tax 
alone. The effect of remo- 
ving indexation from the tax 
structure would have given 
the government “a vested 
financial ‘interest in high 
inflation’, 

Vankoughnet also criti 
cized the government for 
not doing enough to reduce 
the deficit or bring its own 
spending under control. 
And he had sharp criticism 
for plans to allow Petro 
Canada to buy out foreign: 
owned oil companies. 

“The government calls 
this ‘nationalization’,’’ Van- 
koughnet said. “I call it 
socialism. I am not overly 
concerned about who owns 
the oil and gas industry in 
Canada. What I am deeply 
concerned about is energy 
self-sufficiency. But the 
government has taken its 
attention away from this 
goal and has- become 
hung-up on Canadian ow- 
nership. It's an admirable 
goal, but making sure that 
we have enough domestic 
sources of supply to meet 
our needs is the most 
important of the two is- 
sues.” 

He added that, ‘It 
wouldn't matter in the least 
who owned the resources if 
they couldn't be developed 
to ensure self-sufficiency.”

When you bite into qjuicy 


~ tomato you probably never 


wonder about its origin or 
family: history. However, 
breeding new types of 
tomatoes is an essential part 
of Ontario's tomato 
industry. 

Dr. Ernie Kerr, horticul- 
tural scientisf at the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 


+Food Horticultural Experi- 


ment Station, near Simcoe, 
has developed several 
tomato cultivars during the 
past 30 years. The latest 
two--Harvestvee and Bon- 
nyvee--were named earlier 
this year. : 
Before these new culti- 
vars were named, they were 
tested at the Experiment 
Station and in grower and 
processor trials for three 
years. Trials were con- 
ducted in various locations 
across the province. 
“Harvestvee is a late 
midseason cultivar that 
could be used in ketchup, 
juice and for the fresh 
market,’’ says Dr. Kerr. ‘‘It 
can be used for the 
whole-pack industry, but it 
will probably have to be 
cored. Harvestvee showed 
promise at Ridgetown, Sim- 
coe and Smithfield.” 
Harvestvee received the 
top rating in 1978, and close 
to the top in 1979, in the 
Northern Tomato Exchange 
Progratfor hand-pick pro- 
cessing cultivars. These 


were sustained. There was 
$5000 damage to the left 
front corner of the Ryan car 
and to the left front corner 
of the Clement pickup, $800 
damage.

Cabbages 


Although we may think of 
cabbage as a pretty ordinary 
vegetable, it has been 
around for several thousand 
years, used in various 
dishes from soups and 
cabbage rolls to goulash and 
coleslaw. It’s a widely used 
and extremely versatile 
vegetable. 

There are ‘over 53,000 
acres of cabbage grown in 
Ontario and the harvested 
crop is used for processing 
and the fresh market. For 
processing, it is used in 
products such as sauerkraut 
and cabbage rolls. Much of 
it also goes into coleslaw 
products for the restaurant 
trade. Cabbage for the fresh 
market is sold in heads or as 
shredded cabbage for cole- 
slaw. 

Cabbage is generally 
available in Ontario from 
June to the end of Decem- 
ber but the peak months are 
September and October. 
Supplies are good during 
these months so it’s an 
excellent time to buy lots of 
cabbage. After this time, 
cabbage is available from 
Ontario storage facilities. 

As well as the familiar 
green cabbage, Ontario also 
grows red and savoy cab- 
bage. Red Cabbage is easily 
recognized by its red or 
deep purple color. It's used 
mainly for salads or pickled 
products and adds color to 
many foods. Savoy cabbage

Care & feeding 


of potatoes. 


Potatoes are so versatile 
that almost every cook 
keeps a store of them on 
hand. But marketing specia- 
lists at the Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food 
caution that cool, dark 
storage is needed to main- 
tain their quality more than 
a week or so. x 

The Ontario potatoes on 
the market now are called 
late or mature ‘potatoes. 
They are hardier than 
summer varieties and can 
be stored in special cold 
storage facilities over the 
winter. It is important to 
care for them properly at 
home because even small 
variations in temperature 
can result in loss of quality. 

Store potatoes in a cool, 
dark, ‘well-ventilated area, 
preferably at temperatures 
between 8 and 10 degrees 
Celsius (46 to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit). If you don’t 
have this type of storage, 
keep potatoes at room 
temperature only 7 to 10 
days. It is not advisable to 
store potatoes in the refri- 
gerator because their flavor 
can change. And at temper- 
atures above 10 degrees (50 
degrees F) they'll soften 
and may begin to sprout. 

Keeping potatoes in the 
dark is important to prevent 
them from turning green. If 
exposed to light, the area 
where the potato has turned 
green develops a_ bitter 
flavor

learning that, in this com- 
puterized era could outgrow 
the personal touch entirely, 
so that the time may well 
arrive when the teachers 
themselves can be done 
away with altogether. 

The learning process now 
involves slide shows, 
movies, television and all 
manner of clumsy parapher- 
nalia, instead of the good 
and tried methods, direct 
from teacher to pupil, and 
they've managed to ex 1 
any kind of physical punigh 
ment for non-attention or 
impudence or even insult.or 
thoroughly out and out bad 


manners that should war- - 


rant a swift swipe across the 
rear end with a knobbly 
walking stick. 

So now the end result is 
an extremely expensive 
formula that produces little 
in the way of conventional 
education, with a studied 
ignorance of the English 
language or of any form of 
discipline, either academic 
or social, with its ensuing 
drain on the taxpayers’ 
money that accounts for 
such a substantially con- 
crete percentage of the total 
taxation yield. 

In fact the whole exercise 
has become so sophisticated 
that it’s virtually impossible 
to cope with it, though less 
effective by a country mile 
when the teachers are 
prepared to go on strike if 
their demands are not met, 
and the only ones who are 
likely to’ suffer as a result 
are the students them-

The pioneer log homes of 
this area which were built 
mostly during the late 
1800s, are gradually falling 
into decay if they haven't 
already disappeared. 

Last week Mr. P.V. 
Fitzpatrick, 25 Oak Street, 
Havelock, brought out two 
pictures of a log home that 
used to stand in what is now 
a field in Cordova near and 
behind the Free Methodist 
Church in that hamlet. 
There is now no indication 
of a building having ever 
stood where once Mr. 


Fitzpatrick’s _ grandmother 
Anne Gallaher used to tend 
her hollihocks outside the 
door and where she sat in 
the sun one summer day 


with her sister Mary (Mur- — 


phy) and had her picture 
taken. This log house, 
accofding to Mr. Fitzpatrick 
was built in 1874. 

Another old log building 
which has met a better fate 
and undergone a recent 
re-incarnation is one about 
five miles north of Havelock 
on a farm owned for many 
years by the Toms family 


until purchased by present 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Warren Soloman and their 
daughter and son-in-law 
Barbara and David Lillico. 

The Solomans live in a 
house on the highway built 
by the Toms after abandon- 


ing the pioneer home which | 


is about a half mile back on 
the property. 

‘Formerly the road from 
Havelock north passed in 
front between the house and 
a log barn,"’ said Mrs. 
Lillico, who now lives in the 
ld log home which she and 


her husband have spent 
many backbreaking hours 
as well as many dollars in 
recreating. Actually, all 
that reallyremains the same 
as the derelict building they 
reconstructed are the hand- 
hewn cedar logs which they 
numbered and disaSsem- 
bled, putting them back to 
make the original size 


building. 
**We had to buy and add 
some logs,”’ said Mrs. 


Lillico. ‘‘Those on ground 
level had rotted beyond use, 
and the inside is all new 


UILT TOLAST 


Many of the pioneer homes are gone but this one has been remodelled for 


“When we first decided 
to rebuild the old house, 
people thought we were 
crazy. And it did turn out to 
be a big job. My husband 
did most of the work 
refinishing the logs, putting 
them in place and chinking 
them. He raised most of 
them by hand until coming 
to the upper floor when we 
had to bring in a crane.” 

The huge squared-off 
logs are of a size which 
indicates trees in the area at 
the time were cut much 


‘ 


modern living 


larger than anything around 
today. 

The Lillico house was 
probably built around 1865. 
‘‘We can't tell from the 
deeds since they don't say if 
there was'a house on the 
property at first. The land 
could have been owned for 
some time without building 
on it but not likely,"’ said 
Mrs. Lillico. 

A family named Bloomer 
owned the land in 1866 and 
later one named Searight. 

The Lillicos have kept the 
inside with the log walls 
exposed as in the original. 
When you step in the front 
door you see a charming 
combined living room-kit- 
chen with huge. stone 
fireplace and a stairway 
leading to the upstairs 
bathroom and, two bed- 
rooms. 

Within the last year the 
Lillico family has grown 
from two parents and a 
4-year-old son to include an 
infant son and now, where 
our ancestors somehow 
managed to live with large 
families within a space 
circumscribed by the length 
of atree trunk, the Lillicos 
are beginning to feel the 
pinch of limited space. 

“The children will need 
more room to play inside," 
said Mrs. Lillico, ‘‘And 
when we have company 
come with children, it's just 
too cramped.” 

And so, having completed 
their restoration of the old 
log home they. have now 
started building an addition 
with an area larger than 
their present home. 

But from the front of the 
dwelling, the original log 
house which saw duty for 
hardy pioneers at the turn of 
the century, will still look 
the same. It will soon face 
out not only on a road which 
once saw horse, buggy and 
sleigh going by and which is 
now no more, but will stand 


without its former compani- | 


on, the old barn across, the 
way. ‘‘It is in very shaky 
condition. 1 wondex_it still 
stands,’ said Mrs. Lillico.

Drain meeting clears a1 


The Thompson Drain in 
Huntingdon Township has 
caused a great deal of 
problems for the Hunting- 
don Township Council and, 
for that reason, a special 
meeting was held on Wed- 
nesday, November 18, to 
make a decision as to 
whether the drain would 
continue. or not. 

The problem began when 
several farmers petitioned 
Huntingdon Council to have 
a drain put through their 
property. Upon looking at 
the proposed drain as 
presented by those farmers, 
council felt the drain was 
necessary and agreed to 
give the ~ project their 
support. When the report 
came back from the engi- 
neers regarding the-drain, it 
was found that ‘the project 
would cost approximately 
$72,900, and that it would 
not only be those farmers 
who had originally peti: 
tioned for the drain who 
would assist in paying for 
the drain. Other farmers 
who would allegedly receive 
benefits from the drain, 
according to the engineers, 
would also be assessed, 
which set off a controversy 
that has ratepayers up in 
arms with\ council, neigh- 
bour angry ‘with neighbour 
and just about everybody 
criticizing the engineers. 
The public meeting was 
arranged to arrive at a 
satisfactory arrangement 
for everyone, a fact that 
may not be known. now until 
the beginning of the new 
year, although there did 
seem to be concessions 
made by each side at the 
Wednesday night meeting. 

The majority of the 
problems seem to stem from 
the fact that many farmers 
who will be assessed addi- 
tional taxes because of the 
drain do not receive benefit 
in a real way and thus can’t 
see why they should be 
assessed for a project they 
think will help other people 
much more than them- 


selves. Another part of the 
“problem . which further

All 
seemed unanimous that the 
drain was required but that 
the assessment was unfair 
and that the properties 
involved would have to be 
checked much more careful 
ly by the engineers. Ross 
Twiddy, a member of the 
present council who did not 
seck re-election in the 
recent elections, asked the 
ratepayers to try and sort 
the problem out them- 
selves. He hated to see 
neighbours arguing with 
each other and felt the 
problem could not be solved 
satisfactorily without some 
‘oneessions on each side. 
Several ratepayers then 
advised council and the 
engineers that they were 
willing to pay more of the 
cost, if they were getting 
more of the benefits and 
this seemed to satisfy many 
‘f the assembled ratepay- 
as. However, no concrete 
decision was made at the 
neeting. Suggestions were 
made, advice was given by 
just about everyone in 
attendance and a few 
concessions were hinted at. 
although these concessions 
‘could create even larger 
woblems as the project 
continues. To solve the 
problem, council and the 
engincers will have to work 
closely on any additional 
reports ensuring they are 
handled properly from this 
forward and the 
ratepayers must be satisfied 
with the end result if 
construction is to begin in 
298i.

from my friends -

The talk these days often 
entres around indepen- 
dence: “‘l would like some- 
day to be my own person or 
my own boss.”” Usually, we 
equate independence with 
wealth: “‘If only 1 had 
enough money to retire’; 
but last week I learned 
about being independent 
without wealth. A kind of 
independence that is based 
on the ability to do for 
yourself ‘rather pay for 
yourself. 


One of the road blocks to 
individual independence, 
that I have found, is 
oppressive technology and 
by that'I don’t necessarily 
mean computers with digi- 
tal readouts, ctc. Relatively 
simple technology that each 
and everyone of us depends 
upon, like the automobile, 
can be overbearing. Most of 
us jump in one everyday 
and expect it to take us 
wherever we want to go, but 
few of us can even explain 
how it works, let alone know 
how to fix it. Personally, I 
have always fele that ! 
understood the workings of 
my car, but like most of us, I 
have usually hestitated to 
try and do anything more to 
my car other than take it in 
to the mechanic for fear I 
might damage it. So I have 
spent a lot of time standing 
around in garages and 
paying through the nose for 
simple work. 

‘Like many, many emigres 
from the city, one of my 
objectives has been to be 
more self-reliant. So, I got a 
wood stove and now I'm not 
dependent on the oil or 
nuclear industry to stay 
warm in the winter. That 
accomplished, I had to 
consider making myself 
independent of my fear of 
repairing my own car. “ 

Another thing you hear a 
lot about in the country, 
especially from members of 
the farming community, is 


that you have to try and do~ 


more than one thing at once 
if you want to effectively use 
your time. You know when 
you go to town for coffee,

doing several different 
things. I was no exception, 
but I am learning. 

While travelling around 
doing several things af once 
you often discover another 
source of support - people. 
Not many. people know 
everything or can help you 
with every: problem but 
every person you meet can 
help you with some pro- 
blem. The only difficulty is 
locating the right person at 
the right time and working 
out an exchange of some 
sorts. ‘Sometimes it: is 
monetary, sometimes barter 
and sometimes even spiri- 
tual. Regardless though, ! 
have found it possible to get 


‘the help you need from 


people if you look long and 
hard enough. 

I am what many people 
would refer to-as an 
environmentalist, that is I 
am concerned about the 
survival of the earth. One of 
the ways we can all help the 
earth is to recycle materials. 
Not easy in the country 
when you often have to 
drive 30 miles to recycle a 
few bottles, probably using 
more energy than is saved

by recycling. I learned last 
week there are other ways 
to recycle in the country. 

I hope I am also a writer 
of sorts and I have a quota 
of stories and pictures I 
must supply to this newspa- 
per so Lam always looking 
for new ideas and activities 
to write about. 

If you are still reading at 
this point and you have not 
worked out what this story 
is about, I'll tell you. It is 
about a writer ting a 
story by fixing his car with 
recycled parts with help ofa 
friend. 

For the longest time my 
car has been an embarrass- 
ment. It’s been puffing out 
black smoke and getting 
poor mileage. I spent a lot of 
time looking in under the 
hood wondering just what 
was wrong and how I could 


fix it without a large bill. 
(Being an editor may sound 
interesting but it sure isn’t 
lucrative.) 1 was particularly 
concerned because I knew I 
was polluting and that made 
me feel ashamed after many 
years of crying out against 
the big polluters, there I 
was doing the same and 
pleading the same case of 
poverty that Inco does. I 
don’t believe Inco and I sure 
didn't believe myself either. 
1 knew there was some way 
to fix it within my range. 
I finally got the break I 
needed a few weeks ago. I 
found the~key element to 
solve my problem and 
relieve my conscience. 
“Your problem is a 
broken manifold. Look, you 
can see the break right 
there."" I had met the 
person who could help me. 


ving a manifold from an old 
engine before using it to 
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(I'd tell you who he is but he 
asked me not to.) 

‘*What's it going to cost 
me?" I asked. 

“Oh, I'd say about five 
dollars,"" he told me. 

I thought, “‘no way that 
can be true’, but I didn’t 
say that out loud; | could 
have been wrong and I was. 

“First thing you have to 
do is go to the .... junkyard 
and get the manifold.” (He 
asked me not to give away 
his favorite place. “‘l don’t 
want everybody crawling all 
over it,"’ he told me.) 

So off to the junkyard I 
went, wrench in hand and 
found the manifold. The 


manifold conducts the gas° 


and air from the carburetor 
to the cylinders (intake) and 
then conducts the exhaust 
gases from the engine to the 
muffler.

fold was broken, apparently 
from years of high heat.

Once in the junkyard I felt 
like a little kid with a dream 
come truc.

Tasty Ontario 
winter squash 


The winter varieties of 
Ontario squash add an 
appealing lift to any dinner 
plate. 

The most common in 
supermarkets are the but- 
tercup, butternut, Hubbard 
and acorn or pepper squash. 

They will keep for several 
months in a cool; dark 
place, but it's best to use 
them within a week if you 
store them at room temper- 
ature. 

You can steam, boil, bake 
or pressure-cook winter 
squash. Cook in or out of its 
skin, then serve as is or 
mash with butter, salt and 
pepper. Other seasonings 
that complement the flavor 
include ginger, nutmeg, 
cloves, maple syrup and 
honey. 

The following recipe is 
quick and easy to prepare, 
but maple syrup and a little 


nutmeg make it a very 
special treat. 


Maple Squash Casserole 
1 med. acorn or pepper 
squash, 


Y% cup maple syrup, 
2 tbsp. butter,

If this occurs on 
soft or fresh types, throw 
them out. With semi-soft or 
hard cheeses, mould is 
harmless and can be fut off. 


Flavour and quality will not 


be affected. Rewrap it in 
clean plastic or foil to help 
prevent the mould return- 
ing.

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University of Quelph reasearchers 


study.control of mosquito-born 


A University of Guelph 
research project may even- 
tually be instrumental in 
controlling outbreaks of 
mosquito-born encephalitis 
in Ontario. Professor Gor- 
don Surgeoner of the 
Department of Environ- 
mental Biology and Pro- 
fessor Jon Thorsen ‘of 
Veterinary Microbiology 
and Immunology are cur- 
rently at the midpoint of a 
_ three-year study on the 
transmission of encephalitis 
viruses by mosquitoes. 

Prof. Surgeoner explains 
that although there are 50 
different mosquito species 
in Ontario, about 90 per 
cent of the mosquito popula- 
tion falls within the six 
_ species now being investi- 
gated. The University of 
Guelph researchers are 
studying the potential for 
these six species to transmit 
three diseases, two of which 
cause encephalitis, or in- 
flammation of the brain. 

St. Louis encephalitis, the 
most serious of the three 
viruses being studied, 
reached epidemic propor- 
tions in Ontario five years 
ago when 66 people con- 
tracted the disease and five 
died. The other two viruses 
being studied are California 
encephalitis, which despite 
its name is a disease of the 
Great Lakes region, and 
dengue fever, a tropical

The first stage of the 
project indicates that the St. 
Louis virus can be trans- 
mitted by only one of the six 
mosquito species, Culex 
pipiens, an insect that 
usually takes its blood 
meals from birds, although 
its does bite humans as 
well. 

Professors Surgeoner and 
Thorsen are now working on 
the other two viruses and 
expect to complete their 
work by March of 1982. 
Because of the potential 
severity of encephalitis, the 
infected mosquito colonies 
are kept in the isolation 
facilities of the Ontario 
Veterinary College where 
triple door systems and 
reverse air pressure on the 
exits prevent insects from 
escaping. 

The mosquitoes take their 
first “blood meal in large 
plastic encased units in 
these facilities. Prof. Sur- 
geoner explains that female 
mosquitoes must have at 
least one blood meal in 
order to reproduce. In this 
research, the females bite a 
mouse skin membrane and 
get virus-infected blood 
which is maintained at body 
temperature. Once the in- 
sects have fed, they are 
maintained at a normal 


’ summer temperature of 20 


to 23 degrees Celsius for 
time intervals varying from 
one to four weeks. 

® The insects are then force 
fed from a,capillary tube on 
clean guinea pig blood. if 
the mosquito is capable of 
transmitting the virus it will 
show up in the tube after 
the insect has sucked blood, 


and injected saliva. Prof.

Blood collected as a result 
of this technique is injected 
into the brains of suckling 
mice. If a virus is present 
the animals die within 10 
days, providing ample proof 
that the mosquito species 
under study is capable of 

“transmitting the virus. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Health, which is funding the 
project, plans to use. the 
results of this research to 
plan control methods that 
can be implemented if signs 
of an encephalitis epidemic 
occur, 

Prof. Surgeoner explains 
that, once the virus carrying 
mosquitoes have. been 
identified, control opera- 


tions can be planned for an

viruses 

species develop in specific 
habitats. Culex pipiens, for 
example, breeds in sewage 
lagoons, wet ditches which 
have a high organic content 
from sewage overflow, and 
places like rain barrels and 
old tires where water 
collects and stagnates. 

It is hoped that an 
outbreak on the scale of the 
St. Louis one in 1975 could 
thus be prevented. So far, 
California encephalitis has 
only occurred in isolated 
incidents and dengue fever 
has never occurred in 
anyone who has not visited 
the tropics. Ministry offi- 
cials would like to be sure, 
however, that this disease 
cannot be transmitted by 
Ontario mosquitoes which 
have taken blood, for 
example, from immigrant 
workers, before it relaxes its 
concern in this area.

Brussel 


sprouts 
now in 
season . 


Harvest time in Ontario is 
a fabulous season when we 
can indulge in plenty of 
fresh, colorful vegetables. 
Brussels sprouts are one 
soundchoice of «marketing 
specialists at the Ontario 
Ministry, of Agriculture and 
Food. 


They belong to the 
cabbage family. But while 
cabbage forms one head on 
a short stem, dozens of 
Brussels sprouts grow along 
a thick, sturdy stalk about 
two feet high. 

In-the fall, usually from 
September until the end of 
November, the sprouts are 
removed from the stems 
and transported quickly to a 
packing plant. Many are 
trimmed, sized, washed and 
packaged for the fresh 
market. Some are sold 
loose, by the pound, and 
sometimes you can buy a 
complete stalk with sprouts 
still attached. 

Look for firm, compact 
heads with fresh looking 
léaves.

the country are aware that 
demand for land by foreign 
investors simply drives up 
the cost of land for those 
who are seriously engaged 
in farming. It then prevents 
many from expanding sim- 
ply because the price of land 
is too bloody high to make 
farming viable. 

When this happens, too 
many young people are 
discouraged from getting 
into the. profession. Too 
many older farmers simply 
sell out when the selling is 
good and that land goes to 
investors who do not give a 
tinker's damn whether it 
ever gets farmed again. 

They're interested in 
making a buck because, as 
said at the first of this 
epistle, they don't make 
land any more. It can't do 
anything but go up in value. 

I do not think the threat 
has reached disastrous pro- 
portions in this country yet. 
But it is certainly the time to 
pass legislation in every 
province which will prevent 
any more profligate uses of 
arable land. And it should 
be legislation with teeth, 
without loopholes that 
smart buyers can circum- 
vent. 

Now is the time to do it. 
Let us not wait until it is too 
late and then appoint a 
Royal commission to inves- 
tigate when the damage has 
been done. 

Look what happened to 
daily newspapers in Can- 
ada. It has been going on for 
decades. The Davey report 
warned about the concen- 
tration of power 10 years 
ago and nothing was done. 

Now, it's too late.

Conglomerates a major threat 


tofood industry & consumers. 


Dear Sir: 
Re: Bob Trotter's article: 
Conglomerates 

This article correctly ap- 
preciates the far-reaching 
implications of the recom- 
mendations arising from 
Judge W.W. Leach’s review 
of the discounts and allow- 
ances practices by Ontario 
branches of multi-national 
food conglomerates. The 
most astounding of these 
recommendations undoubt- 
edly is the one which 
decrees that there be no 
further investigations into 
these matters. 

So peremptory a decree 
ought to have raised storms 
of outrage in our legislature 
but only the opposition 
voiced its reservations while 
the government praised the 
repom and is presumably 
even now turning it into 
legislation. 

Fortunately for us con- 
sumers, the Ontario farmers 
have taken a strong stand 
against this Royal Commis- 
sion -Report while the 
Consumers’ Association of 
Canada/Ontario has appar- 
ently no opinion on it at all. 
This leaves the individual 
consumer alone in figuring 
out all the implications of 
such arbitrary and far- 
reaching recommendations. 
Here is my assessment of it: 

In a free market system, 
the price of a commodity is 
determined by supply and 
demand. The more goods 
there are on the market the 
lower the price. Prices then 
become competitive, influ- 
enced by quality. This acts 
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as an incentive to upgrade 
quality in order to achieve a 
“better return. 

Simple as this model may 
be, it demonstrates the 
most positive feature of this 
type of economic system: 
quality upgrading. Because 
the search for quality leads 
to the development of 
improved seed strains, im- 
proved soil conditions, pest 
controls, handling and stor- 
age methods and even 
primary preservation, the 
‘farmer or producer becomes 
involved in a larger range of 
activities over and above the 
basic ploughing, seeding 
and reaping processes. Af- 
ter all, the need to preserve 
highly perishable foods 
such as milk and grapes has 
led to the creation of two*of 
the magic foods: cheese and 
wine. ate 

Most farmefs nowadays 
are over-extended financial- 
ly through large equipment 
purchases and the increased 
costs of electricity and fuels. 
Hence they are primarily 
concerned with yield, not 
quality. At the worst, they 
are forced to make their 
heavy machinery carn as 
much of the capital and 
interest payments as avail- 
able man-power and wea- 
ther permit. They do con- 
tract ploughing, rent mar- 
ginal fields and seed every 
possible tract, in short, the 
financial pressures dictate a 
production method which 
maximizes yield regardless

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of costs to body, mind, 
environment or the ultimate 
purpose of the crop. Such 
production methods have 
already wiped out “a number 
of species of birds, natural 
predators on insects which 
we now have to kill 
chemically. Residual chemi- 
cals in the food-chain are a 
further potential hazard 
which we are continuing to 
ignore to our cost. 


So what has the modern ~ 


farmer gained in the last 
twenty years? Wheat at $5a 
bushel now, compared to 
$2.27 a bushel in 1960,. is 
actually cheaper consider- 
ing inflation. Yet the baker- 
ies now ask 75 cents for a 
loaf of bread compared to 22 
cents a loaf back then! They 
more than tripled the price 
of bread blaming the rising 
price of flour. Yet the grain 
farmers get actually less 
money now than twenty 
years ago. Everybody's 
wages have kept step with 
inflation except the far 
mers! é 

The mixed ‘market sy 
stem, such as we have now 
in all Western economies, 
tries to balance the negative 
implications of the free 
market against those of the 
managed “market system. 
No doubt, the free market 
leaves producers with rock- 
bottom prices when crops 
are abundant and drives up 
prices in bad crop yéars. A 
-tate-run economy manages 
supplies and determines 


Pars 
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planting acreage, making 
the farmer indifferent to 
quantity or quality. Remo- 
ving the boom-bust cycles 
from farming is the proper 
role of the mixed economy 
system. 

The marketing boards for 
different commodities have 
largely achieved basic price 
stability but as it now turns 
out this has worked not so 
much in the producers’ 
favour than in the distribu- 
tors’. Food wholesalers 
used the government-set 
price levels to negotiate 
long-term supply contracts, 
leaving them with gains 
accrued from inflation. 
While the government's 
intention in establishing 
base prices for food were 
aimed at protecting produ- 
cers while simultaneously 
keeping the consumer price 
index low enough to act as a 
brake on wage demands the 
lack of control beyond the 
farm gate has actually 
worked to undermine this 
policy. 

This policy can work 
effectively within a small, 
self-sufficient economy

Canada is a major trading 
nation and as such locked 
into international | pricing 
agreements which have 
their inevitable ripple effect 
upon our domestic prices.

In spite of continued 
protests from individuals, 
marketing boards, consu- 
mer groups and commenta- 
iors, our provincial govern- 
ment avoided facing the 
issue of discount practices

The fall months ‘bring a 
wide selection of Ontario 


food products to the market . 


after a sun-filled summer of 
growing. One product is 
honey which has been 
collected all summer while 
the blossoms adorned On- 
tario’s countryside. Market- 
ing specialists at the Ontar- 
io Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food remind us that 
autumn is a good time of 
year to purchase fresh 
Ontario honey. 

Most honey is sold in 
liquid or creamed form. The 
liquid honey is extracted 
from the comb and strained. 
Creamed honey involves 
seeding liquid honey with 
finely granulated honey to 
produce a smooth fine 
textured product that 
spreads casily. 

Honey is also sold in the 
comb form. This is the 
natural honey sealed in wax 
that is made by the bees in 
the hive. It is usually cut 
and sold in small pieces.

To make red wine, start 
by removing the berries 
from the stems. Crush small 
lots with a potato masher or 
your hands. For larger lots, 
you may wish to have your 
grapes custom crushed. 

Fill clean containers a- 
bout two-thirds full. For 


hest results, use a large 
mouthed open container 


such as an open-ende 
barrel. Add metabisulfite or 
Campden fablets to the 
crushed grapes. This par- 
tially sterilizes the mixture. 
Add 1 millilitre (% tsp.) of 
chemical or two Campden 
tablets for every 4.5 litres (1 
gallon) of crushed grapes. 
Stir and allow the mixture to 
stand for 24 hours. 

Add an all-purpose dry 
yeast or wine yeast, avail- 
able from home wine 
making supply stores. Keep 
the mixture at room temper- 
ature. Fermentation is indi- 
cated by the skins rising to 
the ‘surface in 24 to 48 
hours. Continue the fermen- 
tation process on the skins. 


Punch the cap down twice . 


daily until you have enough 
color in the fermenting 
juice. This usually takes two 
to three days. 

Draw off the fermenting 
juice from under the cap of 
skins by siphoning. For best 
results, use plastic tubing. 
Place one end under the cap 
near the bottom, but above 
the seeds and sediment, 
and start the siphoning 
action by suction. Siphon 
the liquid into narrow:

If your_Brix reading 
(percentage of fermentable 
sugar) was too low to 
produce 12 percent alcohol, 
add enough sugar to: raise 
the original Brix to 24 
degrees, as the fermenting 


juice from under the cap is 


removed. The Brix is 
measured with a Brix scale 
hydrometer. 

Allow fermentation to 
continue until there is no 
further activity. Wine will 
be sugar free to taste, 
usually within two to three 
weeks. In this latter stage of 
fermentation, fermentation 
locks can be installed on 
narrow-necked fermentors. 

Once fermentation is 
complete, remove the wine 
off the lees (sediment). This 
process is called racking. 
Add 0.5 mi (1/8 tsp.) of 
metabisulfite or one Camp- 
den tablet for every 4.5 L (1 
gal.) of racked wine. 

If desired, chillproof or 


stabilize the wine by placing - 


in a cold place just above 
freezing. Finally, wines can 
be bottled for aging or you 
can blend several red wines 
before bottling. 


White Wines 

White grape varieties are 
normally used for making 
white wines, however the 
juice of certain varieties of 
red grapes can also be used 
providing the juice is not 
colored. Popular grape vari- 
eties used for white wines 
are Elvira, Delaware and 
Dutchess. French hybrids 
suitable for home wine 
making are Verdelet, Seibel 
Blanc and Vidal. A suitable 
white vinifera variety is 
Pinot Chardonay. 

Crush the grapes either 
by hand, potato masher or 
commercial type press. Re- 
move the juice using a 
grape press or wine screen 
made from fine mesh 
screening. You can also 
have grapes custom 
pressed. 

Using clean containers, 
‘ill to about two-thirds full 
'o prevent overflowing dur- 
ing fermentation. Cover 
ontainers with cheesecloth 

» keep flies out and allow 
1¢ fermentation gases to 
scape.- Never close con- 
‘ners tightly during fer- 
entation period. 

Add sugar to the juice if 
ecessary. The Brix reading 
hould be about 22 degrees 
» produce 12 percent 
cohol in the wine. This 
evel-should be satisfactory 
or home use. 

Add metabisulfite or 
‘ampden tablets to the 
uice, to partially sterilize it. _ 

Use 1 ml(% tsp.) ° 
netabisulfite or 2 
tablets for every 4.5.L (1 
gal.) of juice. Allow to stand 


have settled on the bottom 
of the container. 

Add 0.5 ml. (1/8 tsp.) of 
metabisulfite or one Camp- 
den tablet for each 4.5 L (1 
gal.) of racked: wine. Store 
the wine in a cool place (20 
C or 68 F. or less) to 
complete the clearing pro- 
cess. 

If you plan to store the 
wine for aging before 
bottling, you can use 
fermentation locks on the 
containers. To chillproof the 
wine, store at a sub freezing 
temperature to cause cream 
of tartar crystals to precipi- 
tate from the new wine.

Don’t overwater houseplants 


Houseplants require less 
water during the winter 
than at any other time of the 
year, says Bob Hamersma 
of the Horticultural Re- 
search Institute of Ontario. 


As the days ~become 
shorter, plant growth slows. 
This reduces the need for 
moisture. 


More plants die from 
overwatering than from any 
other cause. Mr. Hamersma 
recommends checking soil

is dry it's usually time to 
water, unless you've re- 
ceived special winter in- 
structions for certain plants 
such as cacti and other 
succulents.

First water 
bills could 


cause 
confusion 


Village clerk-treasurer 
Doug Parks advised the 
Review this week that the 
water bills under the new 
system, which had been 
scheduled for introduction 
around this time, have been 
delayed in delivery to the 
village office from the 
company. Mr. Parks expect 
ed the bills to arrive early 
next week and hoped they 
would be in the mail to the 
ratepayers by the end of the 
week or carly the following 
week. \ 

Normally a due date 
would appear on the bill and 
that date would generally be 
two weeks after the bill was 
mailed. The same rule will 
apply to these late bills 
(ratepayers have two weeks 
to pay the bill which can be 
paid at the bank), even 
though the bill itself may 
not indicate the leeway. Mr. 
Parks is worried that these 
bills will be so late arriving 
that the’ second bill will 
arrive at the ratepayer's 
mailbox at virtually the 
same time, or within a short 
period thereafter. ‘It's go- 
ing to be confusing enough 
for the ratepayers with this 
new billing system, but it 
will make it that much 
worse for them to &djust if 
things are thrown out of 


kilter from the beginning.

that total amounting to 
about one third minus any 
prizes we decided to put up 
as incentive for the stu- 
dénts. We decided to set a 
goal of $10,000 and immedi- 
ately, our vice-principal, 
Mr. Frank Chapman, volun- 


‘teered to take a pie in the 


face if we reached our goal. 


_Then the principal, Mr. Bob 


Henerson, volunteered to 
take a pie in the face if we 
exceeded that goal by $500. 
I guess the students just 
couldn't resist the challenge 
because we sold $15,578. 


Our share of the profits - 


amounted to $4,200 after we 
subtracted the $800-$900 


worth of prizes for the 
‘students. According to the 
company’s statistics from 
last year, we could have the 
largest sales in Ontario for a 
school our size.”’ 

“The campaign was good 
for several reasons,’ Mr. 
Goodchild later told the 
Review. ‘First, it was @ 
good way for our students to 
help support their own 
programs and secondly, it 
was a good deal for the 
people in the area. The 
subsctiptions did not cost 
them any more than they 
would have had they bought 
them directly through the 
magazine and, if they had a 
discount coupon besides, 
we honoured that too.” 

Because the campaign 
has not been run in recent 
years in this area, Mr. 
Goodchild is apprehensive 
about the twelve week 
waiting period before the 
subscriptions begin to ar- 
rive. ‘We're a litle afraid 
that*there might be some 
delays in arrival of the 
subscriptions, but according 
to other schools in the area 
running similar campaigns, 
there are very few pro- 
blems. If there are any 
delays, the people should 
contact us at the schoo! and 
we will get them ironed 
out,"’ Mr. Goodchild told 
the Review.

This year it’s the Canadian Championships 


Last November 18, aboyt 
200 Marmora. residents 
braved a cold, cloudy, 
windy Sunday afternoon to 
watch 20 men and two 
women drag their bicycles 
over a gruelling mile-long 
course doing 12 laps in 
about an hour. Spectators 
marvelled at the athletes’ 
superb conditioning and 
stamina and sometimes at 
their sheer foolhardiness in 
coming out on such a 
November day just to ride 
their bike in circles when all 
that “was at stake was a 
medallion and a jersey. 

However, crazy as it may 
have seemed, it was obvious 
that Marmora enjoyed its 
first taste of Cyclocross. 
This year we get a chance to 


see an even higher level of - 


competition and what will 
probably be a tougher and 
more hard-fought race when 
Marmora hosts the Canadi- 
an Cyclocross Champion- 
ships next Sunday, Novem- 
ber $0, starting at 2 p.m. 
**This is the biggest race 
of the year in Canada,"’ says 
Dave Viney, the Marmora 
Township resident who is 
president of the Canadian 
Cyclocross _— Association. 
‘* There's a lot more interest 
and a lot more riders in this 
race than in any other. And 
it will be a lot closer race. 
There are a number of 
people who could win this 
Viney expects more than 
50 racers to participate in 
this year’s championship. 
Four will come from each of 
British Columbia and Alber- 
ta, one from Manitoba, 


Cyclocross, for anyone 
who doesn’t know, is 


year's rate can testify, it 
taxes riders to the full 
extent of their ability, 
emphasizing not only good 
bike riding, but all-around 
conditioning as. it forces 
them to carry their bikes up 
steep grades and over 
hurdles. 

“In a really tough race, 
you carry your bike more 
than you ride it,’’ Viney 


says. “It's the toughest 
person, the person in the 
best condition who wins. 
Spain will be the site of the 
international champion- 
ships this year and I can tell 
you that the course will be a 
lot tougher than anything 
we see here. They'll be 
going through mud two or 
three feet deep most of the 
time, and we'll have to 


change bikes every two or 
three laps. 

Well, baring a few days of 
tropical rain, we won't be 
seeing any knee-deep mud 


in this Sunday's race. The 
emphasis of the course is on 
steep inclines and those 
might be very treacherous if 
it becomes icy. For those 
who watched last year's 


event, Dave promises that 
this year’s course will be 
“much tougher’ so put 
your imaginations to that! 
The course is similar to last 
year's in the general route 
followed, although it is 
longer at both ends and 
does more dipsy-doodling in 
between. The entire twelve 
laps is expected to. cover 
about 15 miles.

Agricultural education 
may be in for some 
sweeping changes in the 
80s. The decade will be 
characterized by post-diplo- 
ma courses, co-op type 
programs and internships, 
says Dr. Clare Rennie, in 
charge of Agricultural Re- 
search and Education for 


the Province of Ontario. 
Speaking at a supper 
meeting at Kemptville Col- 
lege, Rennie said he wanted 
all Ontario farmers to have 
the equivalent of a diploma. 
Each year Ontario needs 
1200 replacement farmers. 
About 30 percent of these

Cyclocross 


Championships 


Ontario and British Co- 
lumbia cyclists are favoured 
to take this year’s Canadian 
Cyclocross Championship in 
Marmora, November 50. 

“I have to pick either Don 
Hodson of Peterborough or 
Ed Smolinski of Toronto to 
win this one. Both will be on 
the Ontario team and it will 
have the advantage be- 
cause, as home team, it's 
allowed eight racers, while 
the other provinces will get 
only four,’’ says race 
organizer and Canadian 
Cyclocross President Dave 
Viney. ‘But there are two 
B.C. riders who will defi- 
nitely challenge and another 
half dozen Ontario riders 
who could pull off an 
upset.” 

Hodson is already fami- 
liar to Marmora fans as the 
man who rode to a fairly 
easy victory in the Ontario 
Cyclocross champs held 
here last year. But although 
he looked invincible then, 
Viney says he will be much 
harder pushed to win this 
time. First off, he’s been 
sick, secondly, the competi- 
tion is a lot tougher and 
thirdly, there's more at 
stake. One advantage Hod- 
son does have is that he's 
from Peterborough and will 
know the course better than 
most of the riders by the 
time of the race next 
Sunday. 


Another person to look for 
is this year's Ontario 
Champ, Ed Smolinski. 
Smolinski has great staying 
power, Viney says, and over 
a course of this length, that 
might be the deciding 


factor. 


The top British Columbia 
threats come in the form of 
1980 provincial champ, 
Bruce Spicer and the 1978 
and ‘79 B.C, champ and 
1978 Canadian champ, Ja- 
cob Heilborn. Viney rates 
both very highly and say 
they could lead the four- 
man B.C. team ‘to victory. 


Top choice to break into 
the top four spots and pull 
an upset is Bernard Hagerty 
of Hamilton. He's four-time 
Ontario champ who has 
represented Canada in 
world competition. Hagerty 
was retired; now he's 
making a comeback. Viney 
said that, if it weren't for 
the long lay-off that still 
makes him a questionable 
commodity, Hagerty’s com- 
petitive drive would rate 
him at the top. 


After that a couple of 
Ontdrio newcomers, 16- 
year-old Andrew Ainsworth 
and a first year rider, Jeff 
Banner, will pose the 
strongest threat. Ainsworth 
is much stronger than a 
normal sixteen year old and 
‘‘just might upset the

applecart’’ Viney says. Ban- 
ner has already upset a few 
applecarts, since, in his first 
year, he has placed second 
or third in every race he's 


entered. So far first place _ 


has eluded him, but his 
breakthrough might come, 
with style, on Sunday: 

Three more racers with 
an outside shot are Jim 
Nolan and Dennis Mizerski, 
a pair of riders “‘who are 
always there’’, and she local 
favourite, Viney himself. 
Viney has not been racing 
competitively in recent 
years and last year felt his 
conditioning wasn't good 
enough to ‘brave the race.

The Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food and 
the University of Guelph are 
offering a correspondence 
course in soil conservation. 

Erosion and environmen: 
tal problems are becoming 
more severe in some areas 
because of poor agricultural 
practices and other factors. 
The course increases aware- 
ness of the situation and 
presents solutions. 

It was prepared by 
Professor Len Webber, for- 
merly of the University of 
Guelph's land resource sci- 
ence department. While 
specifically aimed at On- 
tario. conditions, it can be 
applied to farm and nursery 
operations in other provin- 
ces and states. 

The course traces the soil 
conservation movement in 
Canada and the United 
States since the 1930s. 
Reasons for practising con- 
servation are discussed. 
Other chapters examine soil 
properties and terminology, 
erosion and the various 
environmental effects of 
poor soil management. 
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Possibly the most unusual 
home run ever was hit by 
Babe Ruth off Hod 
Lisenbee, pitcher for the 
Washington Senators in the 
1920s.

You'll need wax, wicks, 
dyes, thermometer, sauce- 
pans, molds, water and lots 
of newspapers. 

Candle-making wax is 
available in large blocks or 
small packages. Adding a 
small amount of beeswax or 
stearic acid gives candles a 
better gloss and longer life. 
Choose a wick of the correct 
thickness for the diameter 
of the mould you select. 
Dyes are available in cake or 
liquid form. These supplies 
can be purchased from craft 
and hobby stores. 

Always cover your work

area completely with news- 
papers and wear an apron to 
protect your clothing. 


To heat wax, use a double 
boiler. Do not place wax 


, over direct heat. Check the 
“ temperature of the wax with 


a candy thermometer once it 
is heated. For plastic 
moulds pour at 75 degrees 
Celsius (170 degrees Fah- 
renheit), for metal moulds 
at 90 C (20 degrees F). 
Don't splash water into the 
melted wax. If the wax 
catches fire, cover the lid or 
smother with baking soda.

Guelph turns out 
agricultural 
mechanization grads 


The University of Guelph 
is turning out a new breed 
of agricultural graduates. in 
response to changing condi- 


tions in agribusiness. Next: 


spring 25 men and one 
woman will graduate in the 
agricultural mechanization 
major of the Bachelor of 
Science in Agriculture pro- 
gram. 

The first graduates of this 
new program, they will use 
their training in agriculture, 
engineering and business 
and economics in a wide 
variety of careers. Some will 
work in government, others 
in industry and yet others in 
organizations providing in- 
formation for the agricul- 
tural industry. About a third 
of the class expects to go 
into farming. 

Engineering professor 
P.H. Southwell explains 
thatthe graduates will be 
equipped to bridge the gap 
between the agriculturist 
and the professional rant: 
neer. ‘‘There has alréady 
been considerable peckiaee 
from industry,’’ he says. 

Employers will benefit as 
the graduates trained to 
match mechanization  sy- 
stems to particular circum- 
stances come into the work 
force. Field machinery ac- 
counts for over 25 percent of 
Ontario farmers’ current 
operating cost and over 15 
percent of the capital value 
of the agricultural industry 
in the province. It is 
important to have skilled 
people to select and operate 
equipment that plays such a 
large role in our food 
system. 

Graduates will also make 
a valuable contribution to 
industries which manufac- 
ture and sell farm equip- 
ment and buildings, as well 
as in auxiliary services like 
irrigation and drainage con- 
tracting. Government de-

Artificial 
light 


As the nights grow 
longer, more artificial light 
could solve some breeding 
problems swine often de- 
velop. 

Research conducted by 
Dr. Roger Hacker of the 
University of Guelph shows 
that light intensity and 
duration play an important 
role in the onset of estrus 
(heat) in gilts. 

In a series of experiments 
funded by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food and the Pork Produ- 
cers Marketing Board, Dr. 
Hacker found that gilts 
receiving 12 hours of light 
and 12 hours of darkness 
daily average 183 days to 
first. heat. Gilts housed in 
complete darkness took 222 
days-to reach first estrus. 

However, the same ex- 
periment found that conti- 
nuous light was detrimental 
to normal heat cycles. 

Using Dr. Hacker's re- 
search, the ministry recom- 
mends moving replacement 
gilts from the finishing barn 
to the dry sow barn when 
selected at about 90 kilo- 
grams (200 pounds). Nor- 
mally, more light will speed 
the’onset of first heat. 
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
